Vessels Carried 323,000,000 Passen­ 
gers With Only Fifty-Nine 
Deaths In Year. 
c 


Three hundred and twenty-three mil­ 
lion passengers were carried on steam­ 
boats reporting to the steamboat in­ 
spection service In the fiscal year end­ 
ing June 30, 1923, and only 59 of them 
lost their lives by accident—less than 
the number of pedestrians killed acci­ 
dentally in the streets of most of our 
large cities. 
Against this mortality on coast and 
Inland water craft there were 907 lives 
saved by appliances required by law 
and examined by the steamboat In­ 
spection service, whose activities are 
revealed In the annual report to Sec­ 
retary of Commerce Hoover at Wash­ 
ington by the supervising inspector 
general. 
Total accidents during the year In­ 
volving loss of life were 197, and the 
aggregate loss of life was 247, of 
which 59 were passengers. Of the fa­ 
talities IIG were due to suicide, falling 
overboard and other acts of the de­ 
ceased, leaving only 81 directly charge­ 
able to collision, explosions, founder- 
Ings and similar mishaps. 
The ratio 
of passengers lost to total passengers 
carried was one to 5,476,785. 
During the year the service Inspect­ 
ed and certified 7,653 vessels with a 
total tonnage of 14,982,850. an increase 
of HO in the number of vessels and of 
1,050,973 In tonnage, compared with 
the precious year. Domestic vessels 
Inspected numbered 7,613, comprising 
6,941 steam vessels, 790 motor vessels, 
19 passenger 
barges, 560 
seagoing 
barges and 755 cargo vessels permitted 
to carry passengers. 
Steel plates for the construction of 
marine boilers inspected at mills num­ 
bered 2,689, with much other holler 
material as well. The service also 
inspected 166.434 new life preservers, 
6,860 new cork ring buoys, 425 new 
lifeboats, 478 new lifefloats, 104 new 
liferafts ut factories and 20 line-car­ 
rying guns. Rejections numbered 4,- 
398 life preservers, 149 cork-ring buoys, 
9 lifeboats and I raft. 
Licenses were issued to 25,052 offi­ 
cers of all grades. Only 23 applicants 
examined 
for 
visual 
defects 
were 
found to be color blind or otherwise 
visually ineligible. Certificates of ef­ 
ficiency were Issued to 10,456 able sea­ 
men and 14,913 lifeboat men. 


Letter Mailed in Arctic 
Received 4 Years Later 
Four years ago Roald Amundsen, the 
explorer, malled a letter In the far 
North to a 
friend In Minneapolis. 
After various adventures the commu­ 
nication reached Its destination a few 
days ago, bearing on its face an epic 
of the postal service at the world’s 
edge. 
Eskimo carriers and 
dog 
teams, 
who started with the letter, had suc­ 
cumbed to cold and starvation and 
their mall pouch lay for nearly four 
years preserved by ice and snow until 
last summer, when a party of Russians 
discovered it. They sent the letter to 
Amundsen’s home in Norway, where 
his brother. Leon, forwarded It to the 
Minneapolis destination.

Ghosts are said to walk abroad at 
night in cou ntry chu rchy ards or to 
hau nt old, old hou ses, or to w and er in 
far-off deserted p laces; hu t cities have 
nu t been su pposed to he their favorite 
resorts, nor in cities any su ch pu blic 
and u nrom antic a ¡dace as a lu nch­ 
room or re sta u ra nt. 
And so it was 
with feelings of mingled astonishm ent _ 
and dismay th a t a restau rant keeper 
in this city recently observed what 
looked like ghostly pranks play ed u pon 
his fu rnitu re, employ ees and patrons, 
according to a report of the E ngineer­ 
ing Fou ndation. 
It 
was seemingly 
a very m odern 
ghost specializing in electrical effects. 
Plated tablew are wou ld not stay pu t, 
bu t 
frisked abou t 
in 
u naccou ntable 
way s, iron pots rooted them selves to 
the stove, w atches were stop p e d ; cu s­ 
tom ers paid ju st one visit, beheld the 
strange doings, and tied to re tu rn no 
more. 
H elp w as impossible to retain. 
Something m u st he done, the ghost 
m u st he laid. 
Now', it happened th at next door was 
a su bstation of the electric light com­ 
pany , and the restau rateu r, observ­ 
ing the electric qu alities of his fam il­ 
iar spirit, gu essed th a t it might some­ 
how have escaped from his proper do­ 
main since it is especially tru e of 
electrical sp rites th a t “stone walls do 
j 
not u prison m ake.” 
So he appealed 
to the electric light company to keep 
it own ghosts bu sy at home. 
T he m anager of the station thou ght 
the re sta u ra nt m an might he “spoof­ 
ing” or som ething, so he decided on 
a personal investigation. 
It w as all 
too tru e. 
Steel table knives set for 
service leaped ou t of place and re- , 
maiy ed 
rigidly 
fixed, 
giving 
a p p re ­ 
hensions as to th e possible fa te of a 
cu stom er who attem pted to eat with 
his knife; iron pots needed Sandow 
cooks to pry them from the stove, and 
other weird dem onstrations abou nded. 
Bu t he had the answ er. 
He had fou nd 
his ghost. 
* 
It seems th a t ne ar the wall on the 
side of the electric station nearest the 
re sta u ra nt w ere m any large electrical 
condu ctors, each carry ing heavy cu r­ 
rents to and from the converters, or 
transform ers as they are som etim es 
called. 
Now it is a property of an 
electric cu rre nt to produ ce a 
m ag­ 
netic field, qu ite sim ilar to th a t of a 
big natu ral m agnet, and the “lines of 
force” of su ch a field <*an pass throu gh 
a brick wall abou t as easily as throu gh 
nothing at all. 
Iron articles in su ch 
a field become them selves magnetized ; 
and try to line u p along the lines of 
force ju st as a com pass needle lines 
u p with the lines of force of the m ag­ 
netism of the earth. 
T he restau rant, 
or at least m u ch of its hardw are, was 
magnetized. 
T he remedy w as simple. 
T he lines 
of force will pass throu gh bricks, bu t 
not throu gh steel, so heavy steel plates 
were set u p along the wall of the su b­ 
station tow ard the restau rant. 
T h e ef­ 
fect w as magical, the ghost was laid. 
K nives and 
forks stay ed 
pu t. 
One 
might eat with one’s knife in sa fe ty ; 
cu stom ers w ere r e a s s u re d ; help was 
again obtainable. 
Said 
the 
re stau rant 
m an: 
“ I’ve 
heard abou t this personal m agnetism 
stu ff and 
how to get it. 
I’ve 
had 
enou gh, 1 'II tell the world. 
No more 
magnetism in mine, thanks." 
And this is the story of the now 
famou s m agnetic ghost of M anhattan 
island.— By Science Service.

New Device Deadens Motor When 
Dialed Figure Reached. 


Possibility of improvement In the 
speedometer 
has 
perhaps 
not 
im­ 
pressed Itself upon the average driver; 
but the product now being marketed 
indicates that this possibility exists. 
As far as the mechanism indicating 
speed, trip mileage and total mileage 
is concerned, this speedometer Is no 
different from Its predecessors. 
But 
it goes far beyond that. 
The dial at the bottom of the in­ 
strument may be set for any desired 
speed, and then locked or left un­ 
locked. 
In either event, as the car 
comes within two or three miles of 
the indicated speed, the signal light; 
at the right will flash; and If the 
acceleration then continues until the 
car actually reaches the dialed speed, 
the Ignition Is cut off. 
If the dial 
has been locked, there Is no escape( 
from th is; if it has been left unlocked, 
the driver may meet an emergency by 
a simple twist of the key, setting the 
limit forward to any desired point. 
Finally, the Instrument may be ad­ 
justed so that the signal light alone 
works, without the ignition cut-out; 
or the cut-out alone, without the light; 
or both together, as described above. 
Ordinarily, when the ignition cut-out 
functions, the engine will go dead and 
stay dead until the car speed falls be­ 
low the dialed figure; and at this point 
the cut-out will go out of action and 
the rolling car will start the engine, 
just as in braking with the engine. 
If it is desired to prevent this, the 
dial may be left unlocked, and turned 
hack to zero as tile cut-out comes 
Into action.—Scientific American.

In Making Battery Connections Care 
Should Be Taken That Metal 
Doesn’t Overflow. 


When a wire carrying electric cur 
rent is to be attached to a terminal 
or to another piece of wire, the com­ 
mon practice is to make th* conner 
tion, wrap It with tire tape aud call 
it a job. The connection serves very 
well until corrosion of the parts sets 
in, when a resistance to passage of 
the current is set up with increasing­ 
ly detrimental results. 
As a m atter of fact all connections 
of this kind should be soldered as soon 
as they are made. 
In soldering these 
parts care should be taken to keep 
the solder from flowing on any part of 
the wire except the terminal, as tile 
heat tends to make the wire brittle 
and likely to break. 
In doing the 
work hold the tinned surface of the 
soldering iron close to the places 
where the Juncture is to be marten 
Hold the iron steadily In tile one place. 
so that solder flows freely on the con­ 
nection, and, after completing the Job, 
test with the battery to see that the 
current flows properly.
